Lo.NiJo.v, Nov. 27.— la epite of Iho 
cheery optimism of tbe coloaial offieas 
of both Great Britain and France, the 
rumor of a conflict at Nikki between 
French and British forces is a matter of 
tiio greatest gravity. The reaaone for 
disbelieving tho reports are far from con- 
vincing. Since the initiation of the 
policy of eendiui; armed Itanda from 
Dahomey at] d l^t^^oa, lud by ofli,:(;rB, to 
asBort the authority of their reapective 
niuions, and praii anytliinn in sight 
ivliich niii»ht fitill be iinoct;upied, it 1,00 
been obvioun that collision liaa been 
bound to ot;cur aoouer or later. Both 
govermuents liave repeatedly been 
warned to recall those roving expedi- 
tions and await the report of the delim- 
itation commisBion now sitting at Paris. 
It is difficult to apportion tbe blame for 
Ibis state of affairs. 

That the French initiated the system 
of raiding the contested territory in 
West Africa is indisputable. Tho col- 
onial Columbus, aa Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, tlie liibcral leatJer, haa nick- 
named Mr. .Joseph Cliamborlain, has 
made what some tliink a false atep in 
following suit. If a diplomatic protest 
on the subject had been promptly 
lod);ed in I'aria and vif^oroualy pushed, 
tho whole qiieation would probably have 
been auiiciibly eettled by this time; but 
instead of thia, the French have been 
permitted boldly to invade tho admitted 
limits of British l^agos territory, fight 
the natives and occupy the terri- 
tory which is the subject of disputo. 
I'or this the country press, even Con- 
servative newspapers, are demanding 
reprieala, for instance tbe reseizure of 
tho town of Boussa, lately seized bv tlio 
l>encb,thougb believed to be unriiiatak- 
ably within the British aplu're; and 
also the breaking nil' of negotiations in 
Paria, until the acta of tiie Dahomey 
olliciala are formally diaavowed.

The People Won't Stand Much More and the 
Premier May lie Dibinissed. 

Bkumn, Nov, 27. — Dispatches which 
have been received to-day from mom- 
bere of tlie ,\uatrian reicbsrath say \im- 
jieror Francis Joseph intends to demand 
the resignation of Count Badeni, the 
Austrian premier, to dissolve the reicha- 
rnth, and to order new elections.

Dr. Lueger, tno anti-semite hnrgo- 
master of Vienna, also visited the 
Premier and reported to him the dan- 
gerous state of tbe temper of tbe popu- 
lace, pointing out that tbe people were 
becoming more and more excited and 
that something must be done if serious 
trouble was to be averted. After to- 
day's sesaion tho majority of the parlia- 
mentary committee met and reaolved to 
defer planning its course until llie gov- 
ernment communicated its intentions to 
the lioiiao, A crowd of students during 
the afternoon aeBeinbled and indulged 
ill doiiioiiatrations until they were dis- 
persed by the police.

Ottawa, Novj 27.— Tbe government 

has reached a decision in regard to the 
United St:itea' propoaal for the suspen- 
sion of pelagic sealing, and a despatch 
haa gone forward stating that Canada 
cannot consent to General Foster's pro- 
position. 

It was thought that if Canadian eeat- 

era were prohibited from pelagic aealing 
during the season beginning January I, 
the United States would stop the fcilling 
of seals on the Pritjyloff islands, and 
would agree to a joint commission for 
the discuaaion of the eulijects mentioned 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier in Washieetoa 
with a view of arriving at an amicable 
understanding on tbe whole of them. 

The United States first proposed to 
pay tbe Canadian government a lamp 
sum to extii]guiBh pelagic sealing, but 
this Sir Wilfrid Laurier refused. Xhe 
proposal that the killing of seals by les- 
eeea of the United States on thePribylofl" 
islands should be Buepended for thesamo 
period as pelagic sealing was held not 
to be aa fair as it seoma because the 
United States and its citizens, aa own- 
ers of the I'ribylcff islands, have a great 
deal to gain by the suspem-ion of all seai- 
ing for a year, while the Canadian seal- 
era, with their ships idle, would liavo 
everything to lose by such suspension. 

Besides, pelagic aealing is carried (ft 
under sanction of an international trib- 
unal and atatute law enacted by the im- 
perial parliament, and not even the C*- 
nadian parliament, let alone the govern- 
ment, has power to suppress pelagic 
sealing even for one year without im- 
perial legialation. The imperial parlia- 
ment will not likely meet until Fobrot- 
ary, so that up to the month of March it 
is not possible to comply with the pro- 
posal of tbe States even if it were con- 
sidered advisable. 

Congress does not meet until March 
and as llie ratification of the settlement 
of these questions to be arrived at by any 
joint commission after tho order has 
been given to suspend pelagic ficaliug 
cannot take place until after March, 
there is no reason wh / Jie proposefi 
joint committee sh.ould jo'/ be appointed 
at once, to meet, say vi'ain a month, 
and conclude thecon'n'eration of half a 
dozen questions to b j'dbmitted, such as 
the free exchange r. certain commerctat 
products, the oxer/.jtion of Canada from 
the operation of the alien laiior law, 
joint action as t protection of the lake 
lisberles and r nsion of the regulationa 
respecting sea J. 

If the joi'.t commission cannot agree 
upon these questions that is an end of 
the matt' for the present and pelagic 
aealing ,uld go on as uauai. It the 
atatestr a on both sides come to an 
agree' /mt and a treaty ia drafted and 
app'V ed by the I'resident and hia c«.!)- 
inc , '„ must then be ratified by the aeu- 
v i. If tlie senate rejects the treaty, 
'/pnthat too ends the matter for the- 
p es:ent and there will be no ncMcKVty 
'jr a discontinuance of the sealing indua- 
Iry for the remainder of the eeaaon. Tf, 
however, the coinmiasion agree on the 
various queetions to be taken up, ami 
the senate ratified a treaty, then the 
necessary legialation can Ije procured 
from the British parliament without de- 
lay and tbe suspension of pelagic sealing 
go into efTect in tbe spring before tho 
Dent enters Bebring sea, which is not 
until August 1. 

This would leave the coast catch to he 
taken in the ii,eanti,ne, but as this only 
amounts to liome (1,000 akine, it ia a luere 
bagatelol. If as a reault of the aittinu; ot a 
joint comniipi'ioii iiel:igic fle;Uing was for-

A Perilous Trip Through Northern Snow 
and Ice— Miners Meet to Discuss Regu- 
lations—The Food Problem. 

Joe I3oyle, of Toronto, who visited 
Victoria only n few short months a^o on 
Ijis way north, was the captain of thie 
latest and largest party to brave the 
Froet King in his northern home and 
penetrate the frozen solitudes lying be- 
tween 0awBon and the Ooast. He was, 
with his eight companions, the last to 
leave the Iviondyke capital, but sue 
ceeded in catching up to the two oliior 
parties, captained respectively by ./erry 
(iiUisaiid the veteran Jack Dalton, at 
Carmack's Poet on the Yukon. 

Of the journey from there on, all have 
the same reporr. It was audi a one aa 
only men of stout heart and iron con- 
stitution could endure, heavy snow not 
yet Bufliciently crusted for good snow- 
shoeing, and iutenee, rienetrating, bit- 
ing, continuous cold. Ttie thermometer 
durinL' the daytime ranged generally 
about !•") degrees below, while at night 
tlie mercury (ell lower and lower and 
yet lower until 35 and 40 below was 
touched. 

And with such a temperature Boyle 
and his companiona wen; coraiielled at 
one jieriod of their journey to make 
their beda in the anow ii.sijlf for one ter- 
rible night, burrowing with their doga 
and lying down with tlieiii, with not 
even a blanket to paaa between their 
ahiveriug selvea and the Arctic night. 
They survived it, however, and are none 
the worse for it.

The Dalton party waa the lirat of the 
three to start out of Dawson, and made 
their way up (bo river wlien the ice jiun 
opened for a short period in early Oct.o- 
liur. (Jillia' party came next, uHing the 
fro/.eii river principally, and reaching 
Carmack's Post only the night before 
Boyle and liis companions, altiion|.>h 
BtartinK out from Dawson several daya 
in the lead. At Carmack's Post the 
river was abandoned, and the trail found 
to be in fairly goiKl condition, although 
tlie weather was desperately cold. 

Boyle and hia dogs fared better than 
the average, although all members of the 
parly had some slight nips of toes, or 
lingers, or noaes, to remind them of the 
dangers of the road. Their eight horaea, 
wltll which the start waa made, failed 
oiiie by one almost daily, the last having 
finally to be killed as a burden rather 
than assistance. The dogs on the other 
hand behaved magnificently, and were 
in as good condition when ^iven' tlielr 
little run ashore at Victoria as when 
they started out of Dawson. 

The guid" for Mr. Boyle's party was 
an upper Yukon Indian, whom he is 
taking with him to Labrador to select a 



company ol one hundred does, which 
will form part of the outQt with which 
he and Swiftwater Bill will return to the 
gold fields in early siuing. Tliia Indian 
was last night doing TH1£ Bigbt-Beeing 
of his life. lie had never before been in 
any "city" larger than that of Pelly, 
consisting of seven cabins and a log 
store. J^very iuBtitution of civilization 
is a genuine novelty to liim — and hence 
his intereat in Victoria sights and soiiuila 
can better be imugineil tlian deecrilied. 

The majority of the new arrivals from 
Dawaon are here for two reasons— they 
want to prepare for next season — and 
they have no wish either to starve or to 
go on lestrieted diet during tlio winter 
now at hand. Xo sooner liad heroic 
Captain Hansen of the Alaska Gomuier- 
cial Company, reached Dawaon than a 
mass meeting waa called at tiia re(iaeat. 
At this meeting heinforrr.ed thoresidentu 
plainly and honestly of the hopeless 
position of the company's boats laden 
with supplies from the month of the river, 
and which will not get to Dawaon this 
fall. He told them that in consequence 
of the steamers failing to get through, 
the company would have no food to sell 
until spring, and he advised all who 
could to fly to where food was to be had. 

Ttiia does not support the theory that 
the company has its warehouaea full, 
and ia only "holding" to prevent an 
unrisihteoua monopoly, All the miners 
who can do so will take hie advice, and 
many may be expected to reach the 
coast a.H tliia morning's arrivals have — 
by the overlitnd route. 

As an illustration of the feeling at 
Dawson in regard to the food (laesiion, 
a member of the Boyle party saya that 
as they were leaving, he was approached 
by a resident who begged a sack of flour 
he was packing. l<"ifiy dollars waa oller- 
ed, and declined with the information 
that the fionr waa not for sale. 

" But you'll soon be out at the Coast," 
pleaded the distressed citizen, " and you 
can get what ynu want. Name your 
price — I'll give you anything you say for 
it." 

Several crimes have, indeed, resulted 
out of the terror of starvation. Onenian 
was caught alealing jiroviBioiia at Ljuse- 
town — tbe old villugo at tlie moutli ol 
the Troan-dik and across the river from 
Dawson — being shot and wounded eo 
tliat lie only lingered fora week after re- 
moval to tlio hoepital. 

Another Daweonite detected in the act 
of lielping himeelf to anotlier'a atore, 
froui a cabin in tbe rear of the opera 
houBO, waa ahot dead instantaneously. 
No one has been arrested for either 
shooting — indeed, it seems the common 
view that prompt punishment for such 
oflences is the only possible remedy or 
antidote for anarchy, under existing con- 
ditions. 

As to the mining regulations, a mass 
meeting was held at Dawson on the '-'iJiiil 
of September to protest against the col- 
lection of royalties as originally pro- 
posed. At thia meeting a committee 
was named to prepare a memorial of 
proteat. The following day news was 
received that Miijor Walsh waa alrea(iy 
on bis way to Dawaon with amended 
regulationa and authority to correct ob- 
jectionable or unworkable clauaea. 

Accordingly a second meeting was con- 
vened, on the 28rd, and it waa decided 
to hold the memorial until Major 
Walsh's arrival, and then take such 
action as might appear necessary under 
the changed conditions, Tbe meetinus 
are both described as very orderly, but 
the miners feel the pressure ot the regu- 
lations keenly. 

Of the treasure brought by these 
twenty-five passengers by the .Se- 
attle, a carefnl estimate has been 
made by a pasaenger competent to 
form an opinion, Ttie Boyle party alone 
had $12,000 in dust for expenses ; Jack 
IDalton's companions had quite 
as much — and the consolida- 
ted party may he set down aa carry- 
ing at least ^oO.OOO. In addition, 
all or nearly all hail (Jrafta lor large 
tigurea — tlieae good-as-guld documents 
aggiegatiritr upwarda of a million. The 
value of Ivlondyke property owned by 
the little company of twenty-live ia over 
rather tlian under lifteen millions — or 
more than half a million as an average 
for each and eviry man. 



THE TK.4VELLICRS' TALKS. 

Fortunes of the Harily Adventurers Illnklng 
Up tlie Three Returnini; Parties. 

Tbe City nf Senttle left Juneau on 
\\'edneBday and ex perieiiced very heavy 
weather ; but, t hon^b Ibe wind blew fiO 
miler» an hour af ttie errniiice to Port- 
land Canal, llio. Seatlh; v.itli her power- 
ful machinery nin le nine knots an hour 
in the teeth of ilie ualo. The paHsengers 
from Dawaon C\iy lurm the largest party 
that liaa (;oine down on anyoneateam- 
er from tbe "i iilcon fora longtime. The 
returned miners were dressed moat ol 
them in tbe rough clothing, and in many 
cases deer ekin breeches and coats that 
they wore to keep them warm in the 
frozen regions. Thtse Dawson City men 
came out in batches, the Dalton party 
being the first to leave, the date of the 
labt dejiarture from that place being 
October lo. 

Jack Dalton ia the man after whom 
the Dalton trail took iib name, and it 
waa ovur that road that the miners made 
their way to tliecoast. Dalton Jnanage>l to 
gel, down to D.iwson with the beef 
which he had started to take in. lie 
killed the cattle on tbe river, and 
loading up three scowa with the car- 
caasea, which kept in perfect cpnditlon 
owing to tbe cold weather, he got the 
whole hatch aafely to its destination, the 
lot realizing liiin .$L a pound, 

F. II. Kckert, who waa one of tfio party 
to come out with " .Swiftwater liill " on 
.Soptemher lid, said last night in talking 
over hia expurionced tluU his jiarty of 
eight had a tough time getting up the 
river from Dawaon, owing to the maeaeB 
of lloat ice that they had to contend 
against, and the intense cold that coaled 
their two bcata, outside and in, with ice, 
in fact so severely were the aides of the 
hnata rubbed with theice that they were 
almost worn through and it was a re- 
lief to leave the river and take to the 
trail. Eckert was one ot those who lo- 
cated claims on Sulphur creek, one of 
Iho last struck in A,.uguHt and while he 
lias not yet liad time to open it up very 
much he found that hia claim 
was quite good onougli to satisfy 
him. JCckert is a quiet man, apparently 
not given to exaggerate either the sue- 
cesses or hardships of the people, bathe 



feared that there would be a decided 
Bhortago of provisions in Dr.wson before 
the winter was over. Aa to the proa- 
pects of others getting out from there, he 
laughed and remarked, " You will see 
men coming out all winter long." 
, On the'way out Eckert said hia party 
came across the Humbert railway ex- 
pedition. They were progressing well 
and had already succeeded in penetra- 
ting thirty miles from tbe coast. The 
route followed by the Dalton trail Mr. 
Eckert considered a first rate one for a 
railway, and he seemed to feel that the 
Humbert people would make a succoes 
of their venture, 

Charles Galea, otherwise known aa 

.Swiftwater Bill" in Daweon, has earn- 
ed conaitiorablo notoriety for hia per- 
form ancea as a profeBsional plunger. A 
mixture of buckskin and diamonds was 
the tirat impression he gave one aa lie 
posed on the Seattle with exaggerated 
inilifforerce and a blase air, a sort of 
"dou'c I look weary " sort of expression 
on his bearded face. He was dressed in 
Ixjckskin, while on the bosom 
of his"' shirt was stuck a dia- 
mond as big aa a filbert and a 
big Bolitaire glowed in a ring on his 
linger. Bill has the reputation of being 
worth a cool million and has an interest 
in a goodly number of claims. He cut a 
big swath at Dawson, and while he pre- 
tends to be mdifierent evidently likes to 
be talked abont. 

Wm. H. Chambers, one of the passen- 
gera, waa until the present year engaged 
in mining in the Slocan and lived at 
Kaalo. He is one of those sonaible ro- 
buat men -who can tackle lota of hard- 
ship and know liow to overcome diflicul- 
ties. Mr. Chambers left Victoria only 
iu August laat, aud therefore waa not 
long in_ tbe Yukon, but ho did 
get therein time to secure interesta in 
nine dill'erunt jiroperties before he turn- 
ed hia face aoutli from Daweon on Octo- 
ber 1, He beara out the story that pro 
visiona are abort iu Dawaon, so short 
that on September 2(> Captain 
Hansen addressed the people and 
told them that there would not be 
food for all and it was necessary that gome 
abould leave. Seven hundred men left 
Dawaon as a reault of lliis, going down 
the river to Fort Yukon. The new- 
comers without food enough to last them 
were all being treated in the same way. 
The Bella, a whiaky-laden steamer 
which reached Dawson, was utilized by 
the Mounted Police aa a jiaaeenger vee- 
ael for 140 men who were placed aboard 
and sent to ]""ort Yukon witii 
view to prevent atarvatioo. There were 
provisions at Fort Yukon to be liad from 
the steamers that had stranded there 
owing to low water and to get people 
away from Dawson and to the place 
wliere the provisions were, waa the only 
method that could be adopted. 

On the way up the Yukon on the re 
turn home Mr. Chambers said that he 
pnssetl aa many as t;,') boats a (.lay, and 
though these jieople were warned of the 
folly of going on, manj ot them witlionl 
adequate supplies, they still persisted iu 
tliei r mad rneb onward. 

Other men who came on the Seattle 
corroborated the stories told by their 
companions as to the trip, 

Tom Wilson, of Nanaimo, was one of 
the returning Dawaonians. Ho has been 
one of tlio lucky ones, and has staked 
out a claim on Hunker creek. 

When Boyle and hia party left Dawaon 
four Victoria outlita had arrived iuclud 
ing Spencer's and one of Speed'B, 

Col. and Mrs. JJomville, wlio went up 
to Skagway on ttie laat trip of the 
Seattle, returned last night and so did 
Mr. T. M. Williama. 

The Seattle left for the Sound this 
morning about 15 o'clock,

Fuitbermurc, the 
correapondent here of tho Aaaociatcd 
Press hna been told by . a gentleman who 
waa at Kiel upon the occasion referred 
to thatKmperor William in conversation 
with Admiral Von Knorr, coinmauder 
in chief of the imperial navy, and with 
Prince Henry, made ubc ot the expree- 
sion " We must forestall England,"

It 
can be made as easily by the child as the 
philosopher. 

What we say ia that if this is true, it 
ia the greatL'Bt trntii in the world. The 
human mind can conceive of no greater 
truth. Further, we say that in no other 
religion is this taught. People may not 
like the word salvation, for there has 
been so much caot used in connection 
with it ; but every one will admit it to he 
a highly desirable thing to got in perfect 
harmony witli the Power tliut rules the 
universe. Christianity says that this 
can be done and tells us how to do it, 
Tuis is ttie gospel of love. 



TJIE BRITISH RACE. 

Several persona besides our corre- 
sjwndent. whose letter appeared in yes- 
terday's CoLo.visT, have drawn attention 
to the editorial paragraph in the Times 
r^^rding the nationality of the men 
who fell at Dargai. Expressions of re- 
gret have been made that a paper con- 
trolled by a Canadian senator should 
Beek to disparage the courage of British 
soldiers, the Scotch excepted. N'o one 
denies to the sons of Scotland the fulleat 
possible meed of praise for their valor. 
It needs no laudation, for its story ia to 
be found on every page of British his- 
tory. But this is not true of Scotchmen 
alone, and every Scotchman worthy of 
the name will promptly admit it. The 
men who were born North of the Tweed 
have no monopoly of courage. The re- 
cords of battle show that the sons of 
Hrja have never flinehed when 
the carnival of death was at its 
height. We have never heard that 
the men of Wales shirked their duty, 
and it is history that the lads reared in 
the English counties of pure English 
stock were always of the stufl' that heroes 
are made of. But it is neither to Eng- 
liahman, Welchman, Irishman or Scotch- 
man that we must look if we would find 
the most who have born the meteor flag 
to victory on land and sea ; but to the 
jnixed progeny of all the races of the 
British Isles. In the blood of Tommy 
Alkina Oowa a strain of that which filled 
the veins of the men who fought under 
Bc^icea, of the canqaering Eomana, of 
the fierce Picta and Scots, of the Danes, 
Normana and other sea-rovers from the 
North, of the Saxon, the Jute and the 
Angle, whose prowess waa more than 
imperial Konie could overcome. He 
may not be able to trace hia pedigree to 
any nice in parlicnhir, but he ia what 
wo mean when wo talk of a Briton. And 
•while ho doea not go round seeking a 
quarrel, he lias the trick of knowing how 
to take care of himself in one. 
The mail whose ancestora for 
two thonaaiul years have lived on 
the Leather, the man who cannot find 
an ancestor who did not call himself an 
Irishman, he who ia ,so much a Welch- 
man that his family record appears like 
a miacellaoeous collection of I'sanw'a, 
the fellow whose fathers were handed 
ovr r with the land by William the Nor- 
man to one of hie captains — each and all 
of tluiin may bo good (iiihting Btuff, and 
there is no doubl about it ; but so too i.s 
the composite deacendant of all the racv-'s 
Uiatbave peopled the United Kingdom, 
and this is the class that predominates 
in the British army and navy. 

We are very sorry that the Times felt 
called upon to make the insinuation 
above referred to. There ia no juatifica- 
Uon for an attempt to exalt one aection 
of onr people at the expense of another, 
and anything tending to do so is in 
wretched taste. 



THE GOSPEL OF LO \'E. 

A Colonist reader aska what we mean 
h3 saylnR that love ia the characteristic 
festtire of Ohriatianity. We thought 
tMe was made plain in the general re- 
view published last Sunday; but if it 
WAS not we may add that in none of the 
other great religions ia man taught that 
he may "cast hia burden on the l.ord," 
to qaote an aneient and very widely ex- 
perienced writer. None of us, no mat- 
ter how carefully he may live, can avoid 
anon, E?en it our own lives are or- 
dsrocl in the moat careful manner, the 
ml^^iBa of others may give iia pain and 
porbapa cause us to be confronted with 
apparently insuperable dithculLiea. 
Every one knows thie, for it is universal

liaet of the .Tordan lay what the Israel- 
ites called the land of Bashan. Not very 
much is known about it; but extensive 
ruins testify to the fact that it waa once 
peopled by a race which builtona gigan- 
tic scale. It the time of the Israelitish 
invasion the countrywas well populated. 
East of Bashan, in the heart of what ia 
now a desert, stood Palmyra, a city cele- 
brated for its architecture and aaid to 
have been built by Solomon. South of 
Bashan atood the city of Fetra, a great 
trading mart in the early days of the 
Chriatian era. East of Palmyra is the 
Euphrates valley where stood Baby !oii 
and Nineveh, and we have lately pei n 
that beneath the site of the latter ciiy 
are remains which attest an antiquity o' 
at least ten thousand years. Across the 
Red Sea from Petra we have the ruins 
of ancient Egypt, which proved 
that at least seventy centuries hav» 
elapsed since the earliest of them were 
built. Throughout Arabia are many 
remains of cities, showing that in what 
is now a desolate land there was once a 
bu^y population. The most cursory 
study of these remains of ancient days 
establishes the fact that all this region 
was once densely populated. There waa 
doubtless a high slate of civilization, 
dillerent from ours, but in some respects 
quite as highly organized. The story of 
Joseph in Egypt.which is only a scrappy 
narrative intended to bring oat one 
point, shows that in Egypt there was an 
elaborate social and governmental fabric. 
The same thing must have been true of 
the whole region now under considera- 
tion. The ruined cities prove this. 
Granting that all the great atructurea 
were erected by slave labor, as waa prob- 
able, we must infer from this a 
social condition which rendeied whole- 
sale slavery poasible. Men do not 
willingly submit to slavery. There 
must therefore have baeu a 
Bociftl and political organization power- 
ful enough to keep the slaves in subjec- 
tion. Moses led six hundred thousand 
men, besides women and children, and 
a great miscellaneous multitude not 
Israelites, frnm Kameaes towards the 
Red Sea. It v.e estimate according to 
the oriliiiary rule, we may infer tliat 
tiiia six hundred thousand laraelilca re- 
preaented three millions of people, and 
possibly the multitude following them 
would swell the number perhaps to four 
millione. There ia no reason to suppose 
that there were not other slaves in 
lOgypt besides the Children of Israel. It 
ia therefore evident that the jinlitical 
constitution of that country inrmt have 
been very coiiiplox and soliil to make the 
enslavement of so many millions possi- 
ble. This calls for not only a king, but 
for a powerful ruling class; it means the 
maintenance of an immense armed 
force, although possibly, as we have 
seen was tl\e case in the 
Southern Statoe of the American Union, 
a prolonged condition of slavery rendered 
the slaves comparatively easy to control 
The Israelites were in Egypt for upwards 
of four handred years, a long period and 
sufficient to breed the instinots of 
slavery in them ; but this only puts back 
the time when the constant exercise of 
force was necessary to keep them in sub- 
jection. What was true of Egypt waa 
true of the other portions of tho region 
above indicated, llenco we may regard 
it aa established that over a long period 
of lime there was in South.western Asia 
and Northeastern Africa a highly cul- 
tured and well organized aeries of com- 
munities, wealthy beyond computation 
and very numerous in j)oint of popula- 
tion. This in its turn called for a vast 
supply of food, clothing and all other 
necessities of high civilisation. 

The fact that such a city, as Petra ap- 
pears to have been, could have been 
maintaineil in Arabia Peti'ea as late aa 
the earlier centuries of the present era 
shows that the conditions favorable for 
the maintenance of a large population 



enly termiiiated, the inference seems 
to be that there was a gradual cessation. 
There appears to be proof of successive 
eras of civilization in this part of the 
world, which seems to establish the 
occurrence of great climatic changes. 
AVe may accept it as certain 
that during a period of at least ten thou- 
sand years periods of decline and fall 1)1 
nations, such as have occurred during 
the last twenty-five centuries, followed 
each other. The commonly accepted 
idea ia that three or four thousand years 
at the outaido will cover the progress of 
mankind aince the Noahic deluge, and 
that behind that there is really nothing 
at all to be learned. Some overwise peo- 
ple reject the deluge story entirely, but 
there is no greater folly than that which 
jumps at the conclusion that all the 
stories of the past are necessarily fables, 
and measures everything in the half- 
buehe! of our limited modern exporiouce. 
Much of what ia called infidelity has its 
origin in this refusal to believe the 
things recorded in the Old Testament aa 
poEsible, and it is augmented by the per- 
siatence with which religious teach- 
ers claim literal accuracy for every 
account, no mailer how much it may ap- 
pear upon its very faceto be clothed in 
all the luxury of Eastern imagery. To 
the first class the idea of an Eden from 
which man was driven and out of which 
he was barred by a flaming sword is too 
chiltliah for consideration, but the 
other class insists on everything from 
snake to angel ; a deluge destroying near- 
ly all mankind is beyona belief by tlie 
one, while all the particulars just as re- 
lated in Genesis are inaiated upon by 
the other; that the experience of Job 
can have occurred to any one is denied 
by the first class with a downrighted- 
neaa eciualled only by the downrighted- 
neas with which the other insists ujiou 
the whole story, boils and all, beinglac- 
e.epted as literally true. When, how- 
ever, wo get a little familiar with the re- 
cnr da contained in prehistoric ruins, we 
h- gin to realize that some at least of 
tne things which are described in 
Hebrew lore may bo highly wrought 
acconiiia of evente of which only tradi- 
tions remained. Read in the light of 
sucli discoveries, the Old Testament 
scriptures take on a new meaning and a 
new interest. How many people have 
stumbled over that chapter in Genesis 
that speaks of the marriage of the sons 
of God and the daughters of men, and of 
the resulting race of giants? We ven- 
ture to say that nine out often people 
either disbelieve it altogether or suspect 
that there ia aome hidden spiritual 
meaning in it. Probably it is a frag- 
mentary tradition of a race of men who 
lived at the time of some of the forgot- 
ten civilizations, whose scant remains 
are being unearthed here and there.

It is eatablished that thia 
period waa prolonged, and was 
BufScient to overthrow any previ- 
ous civilization that existed. There 
having been undoubtedly one ter- 
rible catastrophe' of this kind within 
the recollection of man, for anything 
preserved in tradition is in a aeneo with- 
out memory, there is no reason to doubt 
that other great, and, so far ai those who 
experience them were concerned, uni- 
versal catsatrophiea have befallen the 
earth .

Herein, doubtless, we may 
look for the origin of the innumerable 
legends and traditions of monsters, 
genii, elves, demigods and all the rest of 
the folklore which every people on earth 
have preserved.

It is popularly supposed to ho easier 
to destroy than to build up, but this 
does not seem to apply to Victoria 
municipal matters in some respects, 
judging by the ditliculties that crop up 
the way of removing the shacks 
wliich have been condemned as unsani- 
tary and a menace to the public health 
ami safety . A abort time ago after re- 
considering their first intention not to 
accept the sanitary inspector's advice, 
the city council on the principle of 
"second thoughts are beat " decided that 
certain shacks ahonld come down. 
These ehacks were 23, 25, 27 and 
29, Fiegard street. Con6e(|uently on 
the Kith men were set to work and down 
came No. 20 in short order. Here, how- 
ever, came a hitch, for an injunction 
prom|5tly put a atop to any more remov- 
als. It eeenis tliat once before, away 
back in 1893, the then city council re- 
solved that the self-eanie shacka ahoulil 
longer cumber the ground. But 
Charles McCorniaek, the owoer, after a 
little legal fight, succeeded in obtainini; 
an injunction to prevent the proposed 
destruction on the ground that tlie 
buildings were aoand ■ and not 
a menace to the public health 
nor in a dangeroua condition. 
This injunction has never been removed 
and, consequently, MeBsrs. Crease it 
Crease, acting for Hdr. McCormack, liavo ! undpr 

now taken advantage of this injuuctiua 

to get an order from the court to stop the 
work of tearintr down now conteniphited 
by the city. It ia probable that the mat- 
ter will be argued to-iiiorrow before the 
Chief Justice. 



Louey, the suspected murderer of 
Ne Cay; Daisy, the Indian woman, who 
was the cause of the crime; Daisy's 
brother, Wallace; and an old Indian 
named Teetn, have all been captured by 
provincial constables McKeuna, Murray 
and Lseson, and will be brought from 
Quataino on tbe next southward trip of 
tbe Tees. This news was brought by 
the Boscowit/. yesterday and the story of 
the capture shows that the ofOcers had a 
difficult task to perform and its accom- 
plishment without loss of life is due to 
their coolness and reatliuees of resource. 

Provincial Constables McKenna and 
Murrav \i'hen they left Victoria some 
weeks ago to try and unravel the mys- 
tery of Ne Cay's disappearance had 
a difficult task to perform. All thai 
was known then was that the small piece 
of flesh supposed to be a pai t of No Cay 
had proved under analysis to be that of 
a human being, and it was known that 
Louey and bis kloocbman, Daisy, were 
suspected of knowing how Ne Cay met 
met his death, the euppositiou being 
that Louey, in a lit of jealous anger, had 
killed the man. Ne Cay disappeared on 
September 5, and it was known that he 
had a great admiration for Daisy and 
had even potlatched a lot of blankets to 
her, borrowed from his friends. Tlien 
came the discovery in the water by Ne 
Cay's father of some scraps of tlesli 
which the old man was sure had formed 
part of his son's body, the suspicion be- 
ing that Louey had killed the man and 
then chopped him in pieces and thrown 
the fragments into the water. 

In the meantime Louey and Daisy had 
disappeared, and tbe mission upon 
which Superintendent Hussey despatch- 
ed Constables McKenna and Murray 
from Victoria to Quatsino, was to use 
everv cllort to unravel the mystery and 
to ca'))ture Louey and Daisy. The olli- 
cers had a hard task before them, for at 
this time of the year the waters of tbe 
West Coast are very rough and render 
travelling by canoe difficult. 

The story of the arrest itself is an in- 
teresting one. 

On the Kith Constable 'McKenna learn- 
ed that Louey and Daiay, for whom 
search had been goini: on for weeks, had 
been seen at Kluskisb, one of the inlets 
on the West Coast, south of Quatsino. 
Accordingly McKenna, Murray and Lee- 
son went ' there in a canoe, and the 
following day in paddling up stream 
they came upon an old Indian 
named Teetn, who was on tbe bank with 
the sought>for Indian and klooohman. 
Teetn had a couple of ahotgana with 
him, and crouched behind a rock threat- 
ened to shoot the party in the canoe. 
Gleeson, however, managed to make the 
Indian think that the two otlicera were 
proBi)ector8 who had heard that Teetn 
i.iipw where tliero was mineral and had 
coiiic to see him about it. Tefetn, no 
doiiM with a view to taking in tlio ten- 
derfeet, thereupon calmed down and in- 
vited the voyagers aaliore. Tbe con- 
stables landed and camped cloei^ to the 
Indian tent. Then watching their op- 
portunity they seized Teetn's guns and 
had him, Daisy and Loney 
arrest verv quicklv. Tl 



prisoners were taken to Frigon's, whore 
Mr. Pidcock had a preliminary hearing 
on last Monday. 

Daisy, the woman in the witness box, 
told a atory that came in the nature of a 
snrpriae. She stated that her brother 
Wallace and not Louey killed Xe Cay. 
Wallace, she said, had poisoned the un- 
fortunate Indian. 

Wallace was at the time in court and 
was at once arrested ou the Strength of 
the woman's teatimony. 

Louey and VVallace were both com- 
mitted for murder and afterwards Louey 
made a confession itrhieb tallied 
with Daisy's story. It seems strange 
if Wallace could have been alone 
in the crime — indeed at lirst 
sight it eeema more like a 
story concocted between Daiay and 
Louey to divert the crime from their own 
sliouldcrs. fiOuey it is known was 
jealous of No Cay, and the latter, who 
seems to have been a luinnleeB cripple, 
was not acceptable to Daisj'. However, 
if the story is n concocted one, it must 
have been arranged before the arrest, for 
after their capture Louey and Daisy were 
kept apart and not allowed to communi- 
cate with each other. 

All four priaonera will be brought t )

T(.) rni: Imhtoh :— On a recent visit to 
Seattle 1 was surprised at the way that 
American city was doing up the "tender- 
fgot " in tbe otttlitting lim. 

The shop windows wore crammed with 
all sorts of traah, said to be suitable for 
miners, for everyone going to the Klon- 
dyke over there, aa well as here,ia called 
a miner. Their pricea, incompariaon to 
what ia asked in Victoria, were ontrage- 
ouB. Particularly I noticed a line of 
" miner's box," ticketed at sixty cents a 
pair. Vou can see better value in Vic- 
toria in that line for ten centa per pair. 
Somo of the most jimcrack sleds I ever 
put eyea on were lield up as wonderful 
value at .fS each — on a rough surface 
with a load I aaaert tliey could not stand 
a day. So it was with many other lines 
of goods, but my opinion of the Seattle 
outfitterB is not the object of this letter. 
Could one forget their cowardly, mean 
lying to tenderfeet, that the Klondyke 
is not in Canada, and their everlasting 
misrepresentation to gull the stranger 
with all their twaddle about the Alaska 
gold-fields, one could but attribute to 
them utter ignorance of the req^nire- 
ments of the Canadian outfit trade, and 
be as charitable to them aa to their 
stock-in-trade and their pricea, when 
they aell uaelesa alnflT; but it is their 
business to sell — sell anyhow — throwing 
the responaibility on the unfortunate 
purchaser, who 'does not know how 
oadly he has been done up until be faces 
a Canadian customs oflicer and begins 
his sorrows on the icy trail. 

■'I'ot it ia but riglit to show up the un- 
scrupulous Seattle storekeeper who sells 
a stranger goods for a Canadian gold- 
lield when he knows 35 per cent, duty 
will have to be paid ou the same. 

Victoria ia the place to outfit, for per- 
sonally I have known men in tbe outfit- 
ting business here in Victoria for the 
paat twenty-five years, and many of 
these men were once miners themselves. 

No gold rush has taken place since the 
American city of Seattle has sprung into 
existence, therefore, It will be evident to 
any one who may see this statement, 
that Victoria is the place to outfiti and 
this ia done at a reasonable price and 
with dispatch. Victoria outfitters nu- 
derstand thoroughly the reqairements of 
persons going to' the frozen Northland, 
having lieen tliero ttieinsolves. 

I am not writing bo much in the inter- 
est of the storekeeper aa in that of tiie 
miner, for I notice a desire on the part 
of altnijst every storekeeper to aell eoino 
one or more articles for Klondyke. 

With years of Pacific Coast experience 
it is no easy matter for a man who has 
never faced the rigors of the Arctic 
regions to know how to go about getting 
an outdt from his own knowledge, pro- 
vided he does not place a blank order for 
an outfit with one of our Victoria ex- 
perienced traders), and to a stranger from 
otiier parts the position is simply be- 
wiltleriiig. 

!Most people have eoine ell'ects of their 
own and may lint need to till up the ileli- 
ciency to make a coiiiiilete oiitlit. Tlie 
smaller stores may thus gel a share of 
the trade, und jiaes the buaiiiees around 
for the lienelit of all. To enable miners 
to find out jnat what they want and to 
get reliable and practical information to 
enable them to leave Victoria with the 
confidence that they are well provided 
at the lowest cash outlay and that they 
are at last off en rooto by a sure road to 
tbe land of their desire, 1 respectfully 
suggest to the Victoria people the 
erection of a suitable building to be 
erected temporarily on Bastion square.- 
Gall it the Victoria Bliiiiiig Bureau, or 
some such name. My idea ia to have 
some sort of a Klondyke induatrial fair. 
I\Ierchanta aud storekeepers could make 
a very creditable and attractive display 
of what they have to sell, The manage- 
ment could collect from the various 
stores (thus avoiding invidious compari- 
sons) supplies to illustrate to the public 
what really ia a KlondykjB outfit. Sev- 
eral complete outfits at various pricea 
might be exhibited to suit the pockets 
of intending miners. The exhibit ot 
clothing, food and, in short, all miners' 
necessaries for the land of cold and of 
gold, would certainly pay as an adver- 
tisement. ParticnlarBaa to cost of trans- 
portation. Bailing of steamers, routes 
to the mines and other informa- 
tion could easily bo posted there. 
Such a building, if immediately taken in 
hand by energetic Victorians, would do 
more to advertise the city than aaything 
yet tried, and at the same time would 
prove a blessing to the miner and a god- 
send to tbe stransera witbln our gates. 
Just one illustration of the necessity of 
Buch a building, givln); practical lessons 
to intending minere in the North. A r«-

To Tiiij Kditor: — In the rolumns of 
tbe Vitiioriii Times of 2()ib November 1 
obeerve Eome remaika on "a grievance 
of J'Jngliah baronets," wbicli for nn- 
qualitied iiznorfince of tlio aubject treated 
of " moonling balderdaeli," quote the 
idiot who writes tbe article) and puerile 
batlios, about " tlie honest horny- 
handed Bona of toil," ia iinsurpasaed by 
anytbinu L lhave read for eome time. 
Tlie ■' Baronets of England" and, I pre-

Hud the matter been aettled 
at the inatitution of life peerages by Her 
Majesty granting the usual precedence 
to the families of life pcera, there would 
have been little or no question, but that 
seeminply not having been done, has 
given rise to the protest now being 
made, and bo luininoualy explained by 
the Times' writer. It is not a matter 
that the general public ca^^e much about, 
but when a newspaper dues take a band 
in the dispute, and tries in au elephant- 
ine boorish manner to descant on it, half 
in jest, half in earnest, and wholly in 
ignorance, it ia time some one of the 
public should questton the article for the 
benefit of those who might be misled.

THAT FIKE INQUIUY. 

The Blize at ttie Slierritt House of Incen. 
diary OrlKin, But No Evidence to 
Show the Guilty Person. 

The inciuiry into tbe tire at the Slier- 
ritt residence was concluded yeaterday, 
reeulting in a finding by the jury that 
while they coneideretl the fire of incen- 
diary origin, there was no evidence suf- 
ficient to fasten the guilt upon anyone. 
Mrs. Sheriitt was recalled by Mr. Fell, 
who was acting for her, and put through 
another long examination hy him and 
by Chief .Sheppard. A Ijaiily charred 
box waw j)ro(iuced for the purpoau of try- 
ing to Bhow that if, aa Chief 
DcHfy had said, thure was txcelsior 
packing in it, the excelsior woidd 
have been deatroyiMl and none 
would have bean left after the fire. Mr. 
Ledingliam, a former fireman, was call- 
ed on behalf of Mrs. Sherritt, and staled 
that in his opinion the tire in tbe bod- 
room was caiiaed by a spark thrown 
from the fire in the dining room. He 
gave it as his opinion too ttiat as he 
found the floor charred through in one 
of the rooms, the fire there was cauBed 
by the flamee from the cellar, and in an- 
other room, while tbe floor was only 
charred below, the beat tbns caused 
might have been sufficient to start a lire 
above also. 

The jury, after deliberating for a short 
time, brought in the following hnd- 
ing: 

" Wo, the undersigned jury, called to- 
gether to hear evidence re cause of the 
lire at No. I l l Fort street, in the city of 
Victoria, consider that the origin of the 
lire is of an incendiary nature, and tliat 
ttio evidence placed before us is not suf- 
ticient to fasten guilt upon any person 
or persouB. The jury eousiders that the 
otficfra of the law and the chief of the 
fire department have certainly done liieir 
duty in their honest endeavor to secure 
convictiona. (Signed)

ACCIDENTS IN SilAFTS. 

To Till-; EiiiToH : — How often do we 
read of accidents happening to people 
who venture into ahafia aniLold wells 
without first taking the precautioii to 
ascertain whether tbe air in thoae places 
is pure or foul. 

Wo think a very fimple test would bo 
t(i lowi'r a lighted candle, to the very 
bottom, of the shaft or well. If it con- 
tinues to burn it is safe to enter. If it 
ia extinEuiabed or does not burn biightly 
it is unsafe to venture m. 

If foul air is present, douce down the 
shaft or well with all tbe force possible, 
one or two pails of water. This will 
cause an upward current and may dis- 
lodiio the foul air. .\iiolher leal with 
the lighted candle eliould be made before 
venturing in. 

l'"oul air may be pre.ient to a greater 
or leeaer depth. A man might work in 
safety while BtandiuR,but, if be assumed 
a reclining position be would be amotb- 
ored at once. 

In removing a person overcome by 
foul air from a shaft or well, keep the 
head downwards. Belter to liaul them 
up heels first than head first. The foul 
air being heavier than pure air may pass 
out of the lungs aud the victim be re- 
stored to life. 

It seema possible that carbonic acid 
gas might accumulate in a eha't, .where 
men are constantly worklog^^utittl.-'it is 
rendered dangerous. • 

After reading the rumor of the acci- 
dent that was aaid befel Frank Cryder- 
nian iu the Klundyko wo thought tb(! 
above thouKhts and suggeations might 
not be out of place at the jiresont time.

HAWAII MUST PAY. 

Japan Reported to Have the Baclcing ot the 
United States in the Emigrant s 
Affair. 

IIoNnM-i.u, Nov. '21, (via ,San Fran- 
cisco, Nov. 27.) — Advices received to-day 
from Japan state that no progress has 
beeo made in the negotiations about tlie 
emigrant all'air, owin^; to the fact that 
Hawaii stickd invariably to the policy of 
procrastination in theliope, it ia claimed, 
of triinalerrin^ tiie responsibility of pay- 
ing llic conipenaation to the United 
States, after tlie proposed annexation. 

At this juncture another dilliculty lias 
sprung up. A certain emigrant com- 
pany at Honolulu uulawfully appro- 
priated deposit money of tlio emigrants 
and Minister Shimauiura attempted to 
bring the matter before the tribunal. 
The company, greatly aBtonished at the 
attidude of the minister, threatened to 
disclose all the weak points of Japan in 
the negotiations at it^suB, should the 
minister insist on carryiii)^ out hia plan 
to the bitter end. 

While matters stand in this way in 
Hawaii, tlie relations of ,Iai)aii with the 
United States have become more friend- 
ly, and the latter is inclined to !idvi>ie 
the Hawaiian government to pay the 
indemnity at once to Japan.

A new terror has now unfolded itself 
for those who brave the rigors of the in- 
hospitable pathway to the Klondyke. 
It is not altogether now either, for the 
terrific violence of the dread " takou " 
winds has oft times before been de- 
scribed by veteran residents of the 
North, only to be received with but par- 
tial credulity as one variety of travel- 
lers' tales. Now the tempest has revis- 
ited the scenes of its former frolics in the 
North, and the encampmnnte along the 
traile, the baby cities on the Lynn canal, 
all shipping that chanced to be in the 
vicinity ten days ago, and even the solid 
city of Juneau itself, have been taught 
the meaning of a " takou." 

It is not a cyclone, according to those 
who emerged from the recent encounter 
with it and reached here by the City of 
Topeka yesterday morning. It is not a 
typhoon; nor is it a sou'wester. It is 
all three rolled into one, and four times 
intensified. Coming from the moun- 
tains, not from the sea, its approach is 
heralded by the wailing of the forests, 
the crash of falling timber, and the wild 
re-echoing tumult of the great hills — 
fitting couriers of such a king of hurri- 
canes. 

When the storm etrnck Juneau it was 
moving toward the sea at a velocity of 
48 to 53 milea an hoar, the shrieking air 
filled with a cloud of dust and spray and 
;.'«avel, branches of trees, and hailstones 
as large as pigeon ecga. Its violence ap 
pears to have been greatest about mid 
way between the Alaskan metropolis 
and Dyea, from v.diich place the steamer 
Detroit was laboriously steaming to 
Juneau, with a numRroii.a i.io.f. <>.( <;>.9jis/ 
gers. The first breath of the " takou " 
sent the little craft over on her side, and 
blanched every face on board. 

Then she righted, and when the second 
squall arrived the unlucky Detroit was 
tossed in air like a toy, her engines 
working vainly, and oflicers and crew 
helpless to oppose the elements. Pas 
sengers whose recent experiences had 
not been obtained in the churches went 
down on their knees in prayer — others 
cursed and raved like madmen. No one 
really anticipated deliverance from the 
impending destruction — or in fact 
thought the saving of the Detroit among 
the possibilities. 

But the "takou" here relented, and 
just when hope was abandoned on the 
little craft, she with all her people was 
tossed, like a plaything that had lost its 
charm, on tlie lower end of Douglas is- 
land, at a point fully fifty feet above the 
highest water mark. There she still re- 
poses, not mateiially dauiaged, but oli'er 
ing a puzzle to marine men as to bow 
she may best be restored to the element 
from which the tempest exiled her. 

The Topeka herself did not emerge 
Bcatbless. She was docked at the Pact 
flc mail wharf in Juneau, with five stout 
cables out. These lines the " takou ' 
snapped like so many pieces of thread, 
and, despite the fact that both anchors 
were dropped immediately, the big 
steamahip was hurried at terrific speed 
half way across the harbor — or a distance 
of quite two miles — before they would 
take hold. The steamer's running gear 
was disarranged, part of her njjper works 
was stove in, and one of her boats was 
considerably smashed. 

At Dyea and Skagway many of the 
winter cabins were wrecked, row boats 
were swept away never to be seen again 
and numerous minor injuries were re- 
ceived by the population. In Juneau 
scarcely a house is found that does not 
display roughly boarded-over windows 
as souvenirs of the storm. Happily no 
fatality has yet been reported, although 
that some lives have not been sacrificed 
would eoein little short of miraciiloiia 

J.uid e|)eciulation at Dyea contiuuee 
as briek aa ever, tlie rapid progress in 
construction of the Chilcoot Railway 
and Transportation Company's aerial 
tramway to Crater Lake — fifteen miles 
froiii tide water autl on the Yukon side 
of the eutnniit — having greatly stimu- 
lated the faith of everyuno in the future 
of Dyea. Skagway, even with its wagon 
road and rival tramways, would ap 
pear to have been outhandicapped in 
the race by the fact that ton Klon 
dykers got thromili this year by the 
Dyea trail to each and everyone pasBinp 
over the .Skngway, or "Dead Horse'' 
trail. In cunti qiienco, Dyea is now the 
wal(dnMird, ami many " solid citizens " 
of .SkHn,\ay are even going so far as to 
float tiieir c.iibina over to the more proa 
peroiiH town as weather and tides permit 
Lhi'iii to do n>. 

Mealey I'c Wilson, who for years con 
ducted a trading store at Dyea, threaten 
wholesale evictions for those who take 
posBeesion of the ground they claim ae 
tiieirs, but which these squatters have 
proi'OKded to convert into a city. They 
hud a lawyer over from .Juneau about a 
fortnigbt ago, who tacked up notices 01 
wiiriiing to all and sundry treapaaaerp- 
wliich notices were torn down oven b' 
foro he had left the ground, and the 
plotting of the city site continued. Tl 
great bar to building development in 
the past has been the extreme scarcity 
of linuber. This hos now been removed 
byk'rgeand regular receipts Irora the 
British Columbia and Paget Sound 
mills, and the residents only wait for 
good weather to erect a really creditable 
town, Whether the place will be per- 
manent or not remains to be disclosed; 
those who are making it have every con- 
fidence in its destiny. 

As to the four tramways, wliich will 
do much tow^ards solving the transporta- 
tion qneation in the spring. The pro- 
prietors of none have yet announced a 
contemplated hauling rate, and this is 
naturally a subject of endless specula- 
tion. The Dyea and Crater Lake people 
say that prices will be regulated almost 
entirely by the demand. If the spring 
rush is what tbey count upon, they 
expect to obtain anythini; .from 
seven to fourteen cents a pound 
for paeaing outfits up into the 



clouds at Dyea and dropping them 
(our or five boars later;at Orater Lake,i 
16 miles iway, but beyond the difficult' 
mountaioB. 

It is in tbis.stieteh that the moat 
formidable obstacles are found ; elTorta 
are at present being made to provide by 
subscription funds tufficientto blast out; 
a safe waterway through the rapids be- 
tween Lake Lindeman, Lake Bennett 
and the White llorae. This being done, 
it w 11 be practically fair Bailing for next 
year's jiilgrim ; and Archie Burns, who 
has taken the matter in hand and head- 
ed the subscription list, saya it will bo 
done, and that, before the 1st of March. 
Indeed, with tramw.iyB operated by 
steam and electricity, boats ready-made 
at the lakes, experienced guides for en- 
^.agement, and stations of the Blounted 
Police at regulars intervals, the journey 
to the Klondyke will be divested of hall 
its labor and all ita danger to the man of 
experience. 

When the Topeka left the North, no 
recent advice had been received from 
Dawson Oity, for which point a mail had 
just been despatched and from which 
the Oanadian letter carrier waa 
looked for in from ten days to 
three weeks. It is not unlikely 
that he will be accompanied out 
by one or more parties from the heart of 
the gold country, for travelling light to 
the Coast is a very dilleront thing to 
going in with a year's supplies and a 
mining outfit as a drag. 

Besides, too, the regular posts of the 
Northwest Mounted Polica will prove of 
the greatest assistance in keeping open 
communication with the outside world 
all the year round. Inspector McG regor, 
Major Walsh's lieutenant in the field, 
haa now started in from Skagway with 
thirty-eight dogs and ei.^teuu tiorses to 
place his details of men along the Lewis 
and Stewart rivers at intervals of from 
forty to sixty mllet — at the points sel- 
ected by the administrator of the district. 
In his preliminary arraogementa he haa 
shown woodB-Wlsdom that has already 
won for him the confidence of the pioneer 
miners, who are now agreed that ho will 
get through if anyone can. 

Notso the Humbert Yukonexpedition, 
in whose chances the veterans have lit- 
tle confidence. They too have started 
for Dawson, over the ]?alton trail, with 
the beef and turkeys they expect to de- 
liver in time for OhriHtmaa dinners. 
The "uoat brigade" is yet at Wrange!, 
but e.xpecting to advance very shortly ; 
and word comes from Lake Bennett that 
all the cattle sent there over the Skag- 
way trail have arrived in good condition 
and been slaughtered according to in- 
Btrnction — which would appear to indi- 
udiv. .Ijo White Pass reisi* as a favorable 
winter road to the lakes. 

The very latest news from " up the 
road " is to the efiect that on the i'.Hh 
of October, Frank Anthony, of Se- 
attle, was drowned in the White 
HorbC rapids. Sixty Mile river. He, 
with two companions, Terry Murphy 
and John Nicholas, aleo of Seattle, left 
Tugiah Luke custom houee on October 
HI, and successfully passed through the 
canyon. There they took on a mining 
man named Hepburn, from Victoria, 
who agreed to pilot them down the 
rapida for $25. The water is now vory 
low, as the rivers and lakes have fallen 
about five feet. 

They shipped W'ater going down the 
rapids and were in coneetiuence capsized 
in the boiling torrent. The Mounted 
Police stationed at the White Horse iin- 
meniately put oil" in a boat and succeed- 
ed In saving the Uvea of all but Anthony, 
who got Into a whirlpool and was nevei 
seen again. The entire outfit of the 
party was lost. This makes five lives 
lost in the White Horee during tlie 
paaaed few weeks ; and there are alao, 
according to the cuatouia oflicers station- 
ed in the vicinity, several wrecks on the 
shores below she rapids, the names of 
those lost not yet having bean ascer- 
tained. 

The Topeka had as passengers on the 
down trip 38 men in all, the peat known 
among them being Governor Brady, the 
new chief executive of AlaskB, wlio is 
down on a flying mieaion in connection 
with his high office. The others were 
for the most part busineaa men and min- 
ers, allot whom will be returning short- 
ly. They report the Upper Stickeen al- 
ready frozen over, and that winter travel 
by this route will very soon cnnunance, 
several parties being now at (jlenoraand 
Wrangel with doa trains, who will start 
at the first possible opportunity. 

Among the paaaengers disembarking 
from the Topeka here waa 3Ir. E, A. 
Daley, who haa been aa far ae Tealin 
lake on a confidential miasion for 
K. K. Brnwn, tiie Bonanzi mining 
operator of America. Mr. Daley left 
here on the 29ih of September last, ar- 
rived at Wrangfel on the 4ih October; 
made Telegraph Creek on the Uth ; and 
reached Teslin Lake exactly one week 
later. Had it been part of ^Ir. Brown's 
plan, he could have got throiigli to Daw- 
eon, he is confident, within thirty daya 
after hia ileparture from Victoria. Hois 
thoroughly convinced by hia experienie 
that the Stickeen is the greiitcHt route of 
all into the gold region of the (ar north, 
for not only ia it a comparatively eaey 
road to travel, but It opens up good 
mining country almost every mile en 
route. 

" There are exeelleot prospects all 
alnng," said Mr. Brown's ropreaontntive 
yesterday. " On the Hootalin(iua there 
IB uiii-xcelled ore in good body, while 
tbe Stickeen diviaion of Oaeaiar ia rich 
in gold, good (juartz, and low grade cop- 
per — in the opening of which many for- 
tunea are to be made." 

The puro'v Alaskan news brought by 
the Topekii relates chlefiy to tlie session 
of the district court juat convened at 
Juneau, and at which true bills have 
been returned by the grand jury againBt 
Zdensh, Sheldon and Butler, for assault 
with a deadly weapon; Hansen, Webb 
and four others, for selling liijuor witli- 
out internal revenu» license; Frank 
Biles, wlio immediately plea(led guilty 
to a post office robbery and was sen- 
tenced to ei.K months' impriaontnent; D. 
0. 10, Riley, for manufacturing "quasa" 
or "cochinoo"; and William T. Hircli 
and Hiram Schell, murder. A jury had 
juat been secured in the Birch case and 
the trial was proceeding when the To- 
peka left the north. 

In referring to the recent visit of lion, 
Cliflbrd Sifton, Canadian minister of the 
interior, the Alaskan Mining Record 
aays: 

"While at Skagway Minister Sifton 
found that the police transportation 
ayatem had practically broken down, 
This he set rigtit again, and made ar- 
rangomouts for police poets every five 
milea from Dawson to Skagway. Next 
year every possible avenue Into the Yu- 
kon country from the coaat will bo 
guarded by the police and cuatoma oSi. 
cere placed there. He made arrange* 
ments for a monthly mail service to and

GERMANY'S COSTLY AMBITION. 

Government's Naval Bill Involves a Great 
Contribution for Each of Seven Years. 

Bkhlis, Nov. 27.— A eemi-oBaeialfore 
cast of the government'a naval bill was 
iaaued this evening. It endeavora to 
make it appear that the acheme gives 
scope to tbe ReicliHtag's judgment and 
provides for a total licet o( nineteen sea- 
going ironcliuls, eight coast defence iron- 
clads and forty-two cruisers, an increase 
of hve aea-goini!: iron-clads and nine 
cruisers. The expenae involved ia to bo 
spread over aeveti years, when the war- 
ships are to bo completed, and the 
Ueichatug ia to tlecide yearly the num- 
ber of veaeela to ho coinmeuced and the 
amount of the naval bills. There ia an 
increase in the budget from 118,000,000 
marks to 150,000,001) marka, but the 
forecast declares that the addition.-.l < 
penee will not neceaaitate tne levying of 
any apecial taxes. 

SWINBURNE IN A BAGE. 

Proposition of an English Academy of Im- 
mortals Arouses His Ire. 

London, Nov. 27.— The touchiness of 
litteratearahad two volmnie demonatra. 
tions tbia week. Swinburne the' poet 
having been named aa one of a selected 
forty to form an English academy of Im- 
mortals, wrote a .furious letter to the 
Timea, saying: " Tbe notion of nn ICng- 
liah academy ia too serloualy stupid for a 
farce and too essentially vulgar for a 
comedy."
